IMPORTS OF OLIVE OIL 


ARE NOT ADULTERATED. 


Qovomment 
Corrects 
Rumor 
That 


Much Impure Oil Is Brought Hsrs, 


Following Uio receipt of several In- 


quiries as to whether a Inrgo part of 
tho ollvo oil Imported into the United 
States Is adulterated with, cottonseed 
oil. tho department of agriculture has 
tnudo u special Investigation Into the 
condition of tho ollvo oil admitted. 
Tho government's Interest in tho mat- 
ter la twofold—Bret, to protect tho 
people from getting adulterated ollvo 
oil; Hncond, to protect the reputation 
of, ollvo oil In tbo Interest of olive oil 
producer* in California, Arizona and 
other ollvo growing sections. 


Slticu 1!)00 the department of agri- 


culture throjigh Its various port labor- 
atories!, has examined samples from 
2.14D importations of ollvo oil. 
Of 


these only ten wt-ro refused entry and 
only tlirco of these were refused entry 
for containing cottonseed 
oil. 
Tho 


cottonseed oil adulterations dato back 
to 1!WS. when two shipments were 
found to bu adulterated, and 1009, 
when ono shipment was found to be 
adulterated. 
Since that timo there 


hag beau no shipment which has giv- 
en evidence of cottonnecd oil adultera- 
tion. 


In 1010 seven shipments of olive oil 


were refused admission because adul- 
terated with peanut oil, and since that 
ttiuu there have been no cases discov- 
ered of either cottonseed oil or peanut 
oil adulteration. 


Tho addition of cottonseed oil to 


ollvo oil, tho government specialists 
report, Is very easily detected. Indi- 
cations therefore aro that all ollva 
oil admitted to tho country nud brand- 
ed aa ollvo oil baa been pure olive 
oil, and has contained no cottonseed 
or peanut oil. 
Occasionally tho gov- 


ernment discovers shipments of ear- 
dtnen In which tho olive oil contains 
some cottonseed oil. 


The experts point out that it would 


be Illogical for tho Importer to bring 
Into this country olive oil adulterated 
with cottonseed oil, and pay a duty of 
BO cents a gallon on tbo cottonseed oil 
that Is contained In tho mixture. Sim- 
ilarly, nut oily aro admitted under tho 
tariff act, and the specialists sny that 
It would be absurd for an Importer to 
brine from Holland ollvo oil adulterat- 
ed with peanut oil, and pay u duty of 
CO cents a gallon on tho mixture, 
when ho could brlnp them over sep- 
arately and avoid pnylug any duty on 
thu nut all. 


NO SEASICKNESS 
SOON. 


Sir John Thornyoroft Says Science 


Can Correct Vessels' Motion. 


At a converynzione of tho Royal so- 


ciety at Burlington houso in London a 
few days ago Sir John Thornycroft, 
thu welt known nuval architect and en- 
gineer exhibited an arrangement of 
moving rods and disks wliich hu de- 
scribed iw "n model to Illustrate tho ef- 
fect of a compound cross sua oo ves- 
sels of various rolling periods." 


The surface- of Uio nun was repre- 


sented by n plate of glass rocked by 
lusonluus mechanism and thu bhlpt by 
foiling disks. "I cortulnly bellevo that 
thu time will come, when rolling will 
bu done, away with ou the beyt passen- 
ger boats," Sic John said to an inter- 
viewer. 
."Sotno years ago 1 experi- 


mented pretty successfully with mova- 
blu ballast, and the idea has now been 
embodied in ono or two of the most 
up to date liners. I hear that the cap- 
tain of one of these vessels holds that 
tho arrangement Interferes with speed, 
hut Hpeed Is not everything. 


"Then 1 see that an American scien- 


tist claims to have solved the problem 
by the use of tho gyroscope. Scientific- 
ally, there Is no doubt that tho thing 
can bo dona, but the question la. On It 
bo done in such n way as to make it 
commercially worth whilu5" 


TOAD VENOM A HEART CURE. 


Stimulant Discovered by Johns Hop- 


kmo Phyoician. 


Dr. ti. G. Ituwntreo of Johns Hop- 


klus university, who Is now on his 
way to Europe, Is taking with him a 
box of gigantic South American toads 
which secrete a particularly virulent 
venom from largo glands on each sido 
of tho head. A dose of one-thousandth, 
of n ".ram of tho poison will throw a 
Kttlnea pig Into violent convulsions 
and causo death. 


Dr. Rowntreo discovered in experi- 


menting that the venom wan a heart 
stimulant, acting directly upon tho 
cardiac muscle when administered In 
suiilclcnt dilution. It In uuid that In 
the future this drug may supplant 
digitalis and other drugs of this char- 
acter because of Its greater potency 
nud cuia of production. 


KINDERGARTEN 
AT HARVARD. 


University Will Establish Course For 


Benefit of Tots. 


With the reopanlng of Harvard uni- 


versity In the fall, a kindergarten 
courso will bo established at the uni- 
versity. It Is tho ambition of the edu- 
cators to establish n scries of courses 
th.it will bring tho child from Infancy 
through the varying stage's^" youth to 
mauhood, all under thu giildauco of 
the uutveri-tty. 


Children of both sexes will be admit- 


ted and taught studies of tho elemen- 
tary grades, up to ten years of age. If 
this Cf>\srse proves popular and profit- 
able further grades will bu added until 
the school can take the child and flt 
him or her directly for college.

Government Takes Steps to Safeguard 


Mlemtory Species in Their a'nivclb 
From Summer to Winter QuurU-i'b; 
International Protection ib Sought. 


Persons interested in the national 


campaign for the adequate protection 
of wild life In the United States arc re- 
joicing in the adoption o( Senator 
Gcorgo P. McLean's resolution provid- 
ing for tho calling of a convention with 
the governments of other countries for 
tho mutual protection and preservation 
of birds. 


Tho first stop In tho protective cam- 


paign was the recent enactment of tho 
Weeks-McLean law. placing the pro- 
tection of these creatures In the bands 
of the federal government. Tho pres- 
ent action Is tho second step, and Is 
scarcely less important 
It means that 


migratory birds will, in time, be pro- 
tected not only in tho United States, 
but throughout the entire lino of tbclr 
Illght 
from 
breeding la 
wintering 


grounds and return. When It Is con- 
sidered that somo of tho species lly 
from tho arctic zone to Argentina, and 
many of them from Canada well into 
South America, the importance of tho 
McLean resolution will bo realized. 


Senate's Action Timely. 


'"The senate's action In tho present 


Instance furnishes an effective com- 
plement to tho pood results that are 
insured by the Weeks-McLean law," 
said John B. Burnham, president of 
the American tjamo Protective and 
Propagation association, which took 
the lead In tho flpht for tho adoption 
of tho Weeks-McLean law. "The prin- 
cipal countries with which it will bo 
necessary to open negotiations now 
that tho resolution hns been adopted 
are: Great Britain, with Canada to 
tho north and insular possessions to 
the, south of us, -which harbor many of 
onr migrants: France, on account of 
her colonies In the West Indies and In 
Guiana; Japan, with which wo have 
had trouble in tho pnst becaiibe of the 
activities of her feather hunters in the 
Hawaiian Islands; Mexico, Brazil, Ar- 
gentina, Columbia and Ecuador. 


Other Countries Concerned. 


"There aro other countries with less 


Important possessions to tho bouth or 
near our colonies In tho Pacific. These 
Include Holland and Denmark, tho in- 
dependent republics in tho West In- 
dies and cert:iln of the smaller re- 
publics In South America, itii^stii also 
w ill probably bo included by reason 
of tho migration between the Aleu- 
tian Islands nnrt Siberia. 


"A strong sentiment already exists 


In Canada for a treaty with this coun- 
try protecting tho migratory game 
birds that breed largely within the 
borders of our northern neighbor. In 
Mexico progress will probably be slow, 
owing to tho unsettled state of affairs 
In that country. Conditions -wero ripe 
for tho negotiation of j«3t such n 
treaty at thu Umc of tho fnll of Preb- 
tdent DUr/; but, of course. Ill's depost- j 
tlon knocked things completely in the 
head." 


EXILE 
HABITUAL 
"CROOKS." 


Suggested They Bo Confined on Island 


as Industrial Serfs. 


Tho question of exiling habitual or 


professlou.il criminals is being agitat- 
ed lu England. 
The prison commis- 


sioners in their latest report Htate that 
the proportion of persons having previ- 
ous convictions has in the lust few 
years risen from 73 to 87 per cent. 
In 11)11, tho latest year for which 
the figures aro available, only IIS of 
tho 
DIG persons sentenced by tbo 


courts to pemil servitude bad not been 
previously convicted, and tho greater 
number of tho old offenders had from 
six to twenty convictions against thum. 


There ate now, It Is estimated, con- 


siderably moro than liO.OOO habitual or 
professional criminals in London. 


A distinguished British Judge, Sir 


Alfred Wills, says of them: "No pun- 
Ibhment will ever alter them, and the 
moment they are released they bes|u 
to practice crime again. They aro real- 
ly a hopeless class." 


"Tho only way of dealing with those 


habitual criminals," says tho report, 
"Is to expel them from tho community 
against which they wage incessant 
war. 
A third conviction should cause 


tho prisoners to be deported to some 
Island and reduced to a state of in- 
dustrial serfdom, in which they could 
earn their living. Nor could the most 
maudlin professor of the sickly eontl- 
mentallsai, which is an especial curse 
ot these days, complain that this doom 
would bo hard." 


LUXURY OF A TROPIC SEA. 


Bathing In January With the Water at 


SO Degree*. 


Those who live| In temperate and 


cold climates do not realize the effect 
at the son's flireet heut on the sea. 
The luxury of bathing In na ocean 
that has a temperature of IDS degrees, 
writes Mr. E. J. Bnnlleld In "My 
Tropic Isle," Is not for tho multitude 
who crowd the cities that the sun 
touches tremulously uncl aslant. 


On Nov. 21, 190D, we bathed nt Moo- 


Jee, north Queensland, io shallow wa- 
ter, on the edge of an area of denuded 
coral reet fully two miles long fry a 
mile broad. 
For three tionrs a con- 


siderable portion of the reef hnd been 
exposed to the glare of the sun. and 
the Incoming tide Blcbed the stored up 
heat from coral and stones and sand. 


The Orst plunge provoked an ei- 


plnmntlon of amazement. Tor the water 
was several detfrcen hotter than the 
air, mid It was the hottest hour—3 
o'clock in. the afternoon—of a very hot 
flay. No thermometer -was nt band to 
register tho aotiml temperature of the 
water, but subsequent tests at the 
same spot under similar conditions 
proved that the surface stratum of 
about one foot was nt JOS rlcprrees 
F.. from four to six dpgrpes hotter than 
the air. 
Below that the temperature 


of the water seemed ordinary and cor- 
responded with that of the water a 
hundred ynrds from the shore. 


On another day, ,Tnn. 10, 1010, be- 


tween" noon and 3 o'clock In the after- 
noon, the sen, sclentlflrally tested, was 
found liratijd to (10 desress. With the 
bulb burled in the snnd six feet from 
the water's edge, the mercury rose to 
112 degrees very quickly and remained 
stationary. 


Fighting Grasshopper* In Kansas. 
Farmers of western Kansas lire car- 


rying on a campaign to exterminate 
the swarms of grasshoppers which for 
some time past have threatened to de- 
stroy tho growing craps of that sec- 
tion. A carload of bran, mixed with 
2,500 pounds of poison, was distribu- 
ted among the farmers. This mlxtur* 
is being scattered over every greea. 
field in "which the posts are found.

"kur" does not mean "cure," although 
It Is not an uncommon thine to liud it 
so translated into English 


"To cur«" In English moons "to re- 


store to health, to eCfix.t a cure," but in 
other languages II. moans merely to 
iipply "a method oU remedial treatment 
of disease medical or hjgienle care 
method of medical treatment/' The 
German word 
for 
"restoration, to 


health" is "bellung," not "kur" 


Tho Latin word "cura" mean1) more- 


ly "cure," a shade of meaning which Is 
preserved In the derhed term "cura- 
tor." An Italian physician ivns recent- 
ly made to say, -when his article was 
translated Into English, "1 cured ten 
typhoid pntlonta last month, and sit 
of them died."
